Breathing: Bellows Action 


Of Chest. Diaphragm 


By DR. GERALD WENDT 
Editorial Derector, Science Illustrated 


How does breathing bring air into our lungs? 


We draw air into our lungs by the bellows action of our chest 
when muscles attached to our collarbones lift the chest wall and 
extend the ribs. This expands the chest area and air is drawn into 
the lungs. When the muscles relax the ribs close again and force out 
the air. In “abdomen” breathing, the diaphragm, a thin membrane, 
shuts off the chest cavity from the abdomen below. The bellow¢ 
action here is produced when the abdomen expands and draws 
the diaphragm downward. 


Why don’t we use up all the air? 

If the oxygen in the air we breathe were not replaced by the 
action of green plants we ultimately would be asphyxiated in a sea 
of carbon dioxide. Fortunately, green+plants absorb the carbon 
dioxide we exhale and replenish the air with oxygen: As long as 
there are green plants there is no danger of our ever running out 


of oxygen. ,

Speed is another characteris- 
tic of film that should be kept 
in mind. Speed, grain and con- 
trast or lack of contrast, usually 
go together. For instance, high 
speed films have quite a bit of 

grain and moderate contrast, 
while slow films have finer 
| grain and higher contrast. 

The best film for the average 
amateur is a medium speed film 
with moderately fine grain and 
normal contrast. This type of film 
has wide exposure latitude and is 
ideal for still-life setups, informal 
portraits, landscapes, architectural 
subjects, etc. 

When copying a black and white 
subject like a drawing, or page 
from a book, a slow color-blind 
film of high contrast should be 
chosen. However, a photograph 
should be copied on a film of 
medium contrast so all of the 
tones in the original may be re 
produced, If there is color in the 
material to be copied a panchro- 
matic film should be used. 

For portraiture many prefer 
| orthochromatic film particularly 
if the subject is a man. Also, 
orthochromatic films seem to 
render better flesh tones when 
used with flash bulbs. 

In indoor shots under poor light, 
action shots with considerable 
movement, child photography and 
high speed photoflash work, the 
fast panchromatic films are ex- 
cellent.

History The truth is history has caught up with the South and 
the Democratic Party.

“The best laws on our statute books have been put there by 
intelligent compromise—compromise not on fundamentals or basic 
principles, but compromise on details.” 

That’s true. It will always have to be true so long as we have 
rival'parties, different opinions, and a form of government which 
allows them. The Congress will compromise details of the present 
fight. 


We confuse caste with civil rights. One may not 
justify caste, and efforts of many kinds are being 
made to break it down in many regions, with India supplying the 
most striking example. Caste may not be established by law. But, 
it exists within the framework of every race, including;the Negro. 
It is done variously by religions, by customs, by economic forces, 
by varying intelligences, and by choice. But, a look at the world 
will demonstrate that history demands human rights. The problem 
of caste is another matter and one for personal decisions and moral 
principles, not law. 


Party Few see there is not much resemblance between the 
Democratic Party of today and the one which domi- 


nated the nation from 1828 to 1861, with an alliance with the West 
and a working alliance with the growing industry of the North.

Only at the time of Cleveland 
and Wilson has the votes of the 11 Southern states been needed. 
Roosevelt would have won each time without them. 

It is not a happy thing to say, but it is true. 

It also is a fact that not since the Civil War has the Democratic 
Party won nationally save in an upsurge of the people—Cleveland, 
Wilson and Roosevelt. 

The Democratic Party cannot become the conservative party. 

The Republicans have already built a better mousetrap. 

I believe all of our nation, and not just the Democratic Party 
has been caught up with by history and that slowly, not at all sud- 
denly, there will appear a second party in the South. It would 
come quicker if the Republicans would change the party name.

Alternative To UMT 


Editor Constitution: The hearings on the Uni- 
versal Military Training Bill will be commenced 
shortly in the United States Senate Committee 
on Armed Services. As the mother of three 
sons, I am Vitally interested in this proposed 
measure. 

Now, I am in faver of universal military train- 
ing because I believe that through such training 
we may prevent others stepping on our toes by 
letting them know we are not idle, but are, in 
a sense, prepared—but I am not in favor of uni- 
versal military’ training in the manner in which 
it is being proposed it be administered, i. e., com- 
pulsory training in organized Army camps upon 
a boy’s reaching the age of 18. I say “boy of 18” 
because no one but a boy of 18 would call him- 
self a “man.”

Take the little matter of $200,000 worth of 
spare parts for airplanes, he said. Geh. Johnson, 
he testified, sold ’em to the Chinese for $7,000. 
They protested that this was too much, and the 
General cut the price to $1,000. 


Then, said McKenna, there was the load 
of sheet steel that the Texas Company wanted 
to buy for $90,000 and for which it already 
had made a down-payment of $45,000. Gen. 
Johnson, he charged, cancelled that deal and 
handed the steel for $20,000 on credit to the 
Chinese, who immediately tried to sell it to 
the Texas Company at a profit. 


The ex-General used to be a. broker in Minne- 
apolis, worked in the Civilian Conservation Corps 
during the depression and, according to McCabe, 
had an excellent reputation as an Army officer 
in the Persian Gulf theater. 

When finally. the FLC fired him, he resigned 
from the service but later went back to work 
for the Army, this time as a Colonel in charge 
of transport in Japan.

LONDON—The story is going around that several weeks ago when annuities 
for Princess Elizabeth and her husband were under consideration in Parliament, 
the Duke of Edinburgh paid a bill at his club with a check and prepared to leave.

examining it closely. 


“Oh, that’s all rig ht,” the Duke told him heartily, “it won't

Well, I will qualify that by saying that when 
the Duke’s Memoirs were published here re- 
cently in one of the newspapers, Mrs. Warne, 
our domestic, commented, “The Duke says 
his brother or his nurse or somebody used 
to pinch him when he was a child.

ja the Less Attractive Districts 
of Leadon the Duchess of Devon- 
shire Made Sailors Forget the 
Sea When She Publicly Debated 
Politics With Them te Get 
Their Votes.

EORGIANA, Duchess of Devon- 
G shire (1757-1806), was one of 

the most beautiful women in 
English history. : 

Or if she was not beautiful in any 
absolute sense, she was so fascinating 
in tenrperament, in character, and in 
manners that her contemporaries, if 
they admired her in moderation, ad- 
mitted that she was seductive, and if 
they were completely under her spell, 
they said that she was devastating. 

That she had extraordinary good 
looks at all periods of her life is in- 
dicated by the fact that in her child- 
hood Sir Joshua Reynolds painted her 
portrait, and so did Thomas Gains. 
porough, and both masters painted 
her again in her prime. Others also, 
like Angelica Kauffmann, the Swiss 
portrait painter, were glad to im- 
mortalize her. 

The Duchess was the daughter of 
John, first Earl of Spencer. She was 
born into a world of wealth and 
fashion in the agitated period before 
the American and French revolu 


tions, and like many of her genera-’ 


tion, she sided with the liberal ideas. 

It became true of her in childhood, 
as it was said of her later, that her 
frankness, her courage, even her 
audacity, set her apart. 

In 1774 she married William Ca- 
vendish, fifth Duke of Devonshire. 
High society applauded the match. 
The’ Duke was congratulated on 
varrying off so lovely a bride. Since 
he was a distinguished gentleman, 
well endowed with worldly goods, she 
evidently had not done badly. 

Devonshire House, their London 
home, soon became a meeting place 
for men of talent, whatever their age. 
Doctor Johnson himself worshiped 
(,eorgiana as she deserved, and at the 
end of her life she was’ the close 
friend and political supporter of 
Charles James Fox. 

Together they led the Whig party, 
politically and socially. They died in 
the same year, 1806. 

The character of the Whig society 
which they dominated has been vari- 
ously described. The great conserva- 
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tive families had to admit that the 
new generation which met in Devon- 
shire House cultivated exquisite man 
ners, modeled on the best tradition of 
the old French court. 

They were thoroughly acquainted 
with great literature, and so far as 
life permitted, they numbered among 
their friends only, brilliant men and 
women. Their speech was fastidious, 
their voices were carefully modu- 
lated. They made of life a consum- 
mate art. This was one side of the 
description. 

But it was necessary to add that 
two themes filled the thoughts of 
these Whigs. Their main business in 
life was falling in love and making 
someone fall in love with them, 

Whatever enthusiasm they had 
left went into generous and pro 
gressive social causes. Having drawn 
their manners and their culture from 
fastidious predecessors, they fostered 
the causes of liberty and democracy, 
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making no distinction between differ- 
ent classes of society. 

It is easy, therefore, for blograph 
ers now to admire these humane 
ladies and gentlemen of the end of 
the 18th century, but difficult to tell 
the whole truth about them. 

In the campaign of 1784, -when 
Fox was badly in need of every vote 
he could get, the Duchess of Devon- 
shire visited the populace in the less 
reputable districts of London, and 
went from one scandalous house to 
another——“blackguard houses,” as con- 
temporaries described them. 

She engaged in political debate 
with drunken sailors and other pa- 
trons of the establishments, detached 
them from their doxies, and bought 
votes for Fox at a kiss a vote. 

Few of the Tory party could com- 
pete in this form of campaign, but 
they. could take their revenge by 
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spreading scandalous stories about 
the Duchess. 

She had three children by the 
Duke, one son and two daughters, but 
her political enemies said that her 
numerous remances and her method 
of soliciting votes in a political cam- 
paign accounted for other offspring. 

t is probable that she shared 
more than one idea whioh Rousseau 
had preached and practiced; her 
philosophy. was an/‘attempt to recon- 
cile sophisticated culture with the 
free impulses of a child of nature. 

Here she was only the supreme 
illustration of Whig society in her 
time, of whom it has been said that 
“they seemed affected because they 
were unself-conscious; their privileged 
position allowed them to express their 
naturally refined and warm-blooded 
temperaments with freedom. ! 

“Impulsive, spontaneous, uncon- 
trolled, they followed in everything 
the mood of the momenf, the call of 
the heart. They danced till dawn, they 
gambled wildly, they mourned and re- 
joiced with equal lack of restraint.” 

Aeross the pages of Horace Wal- 
pole, the Duchess Georgiana passes 
frequently. On March 5, 1791, Wal- 
pole reports that the Duchess and 
the younger sister had been gambling 
on the Exchange, “and have waddled 
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out with a large loss of feathers.” 

In July, 1789; the Duke and 
Duchess were in Paris watching the 
coming of the Revolution, The storm 
broke sooner than expected, and only 
with difficulty did they reach home. 

On August 9, 1796, Walpole re- 
ports, “The Duchess. of Devonshire . 
has been in great danger of losing 
héer sight, by catching cold very in- 
discreetly; they have saved her eyes 
by almost strangling her with a 
handkerchief, and forcing all the 
blood ‘up into her head, and then 
bleéding her with leeches.” 

The Prince of Wales was in love 
with Lady Melbourne. When he tired 
of her, the Duchess of Devonshire 
took her place. London society never 
made up its mind how to describe the 
place she took. Were she and the 
Prince in love, or only friends? Or 
was she merely something to talk 
about?

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the world, kept its fingers crossed. 

Like most marriages of that 
period, they had little time to work 
at it. And when the war was over 
things were different. 

Dick was having a hard time re- 
establishing himself as an actor. 

Greer was having her own career 
troubles. The two pictures she had 
made in the three years since “Mrs. 
Miniver” had added nothing to her 
Stature as an actress. 

Moreover, Greer was in bad physi- 
cal condition and was under a doc- 
tor’s care. She had hurt herself more 
severely than most of her intimates 
knew when she was swept off a rock 
into the ocean at Carmel during the 
filming of “Desire Me.” 

Scenes became frequent in the 
Garson-Ney household. They became 
frequent in public.

“It is very difficult for me to give 
testimony,” Greer said and then, with 
questions from the judge and her 
own lawyers, Greer described a din- 
ner scene at which Ney had jumped 
up from the table and left the room 
“for some trivial reason.” 

“I retired-to my dressing room 
without eating and locked the door,” 
she continued, “I had to get my hair 
dried or something, I think, and.I 
had my script and was studying and 
he insisted on being admitted. 

“I said, ‘Please, I must rest and 
go to bed or I shall not be fit to go 
to work tomorrow.’ -And he kicked 
on the door and made a great scene.” 

That, the judge agreed, was em- 
barrassing. It was also specific. 

Great sobs shook Greer as she 
stepped down from the witness stand 
and out of the courtroom. Fresh 
bursts of tears. greeted the curious 
crowd in the courthouse corridor. She 
tried to duck photographers. 

“Imagine the great Garson hiding 
from a camera!” taunted a photogra- 
pher. And through her tears, Greer 
Garson quipped: 

“This isn’t acting, chum. This isn’t 
part of my job.” 

Thus Greer and Dick were di- 
vorced. Since then, with L. B. Mayer, 
M-G-M chief, she took in the new 
Broadway plays, and then she under- 
went a long-deferred operation. 

But she still can’t view her mar- 
riage to Dick with detachment. At the 
drop of a word, an unguarded ref- 
erence, or reminder of their hfe 
together, tears will fill her eyes.

a" S OPAL WHITELEY a genius, 
a clever faker or just a dreame! 
of fantastic dreams?” 

Nearly everyone who read this 
Oregon girl’s diary; “The Story of 
Opal,”” when it was published in the 
Atlantic Monthly 28 years ago was in. 
clined to ask that question. 

Almost overnight Opal became a 
literary sensation; then with equal 
suddenness she disappeared and the 
query took a new angle. 

“What ever happened to the log. 
ging superintendent’s daughter who 
claimed she was an orphan princess 
and called herself Francoise de Bour- 
bon-Orleans?”

Now, after a long search_fhe lost 
woman who was hailed as a phenome- 
non in 1920 has been found by a rep- 
resentative of The American Weekly, 
and it seems that part of the riddle 
may have been solved. 

The Oregon girl was 22 years old 
when she walked jnto the office of 
Ellery Sedgwick, editor of the Atlan. 
tic Monthly in 1920. She had come 
to get him to publish a nature book 
called “The Fairyland Around Us.” 

Editor Sedgwick wasn’t impressed 
with Opal’s manuscript but he was 
fascinated by her personality. 

He asked if she had ever kept a 
diary. Unfortunately, Opai said with 
tears in her eyes, that work had been 
destroyed by a jealous playmate but 
she had kept the scraps. 

It took nine months for Opal to 
piece together the diary she claimed 
she had written at the age of six. The

fabulous day-to-day account of a little 
girl's meanderings through the forest 
accompanied by a host of animal pets 
named after Olympic gods was de- 
glared by critics to be a work of rare 
imaginative genius. 

For example: 

“Thomas Chatterton Jupiter Zeus 
(a most dear, velvety wood-rat) has 
been waiting in my sunbonnet a long 
time. He wants to go on explores. 
Too, Brave Horatius (a shepherd dog) 
and Isaiah (a plain dog) are having 
longings in their eyes. And I hear 
Peter Paul Rubens (a pig) squealing 
in the pig-pen.” 

Back home in Cottage Grove, Ore- 
gon, where Opal had lived and gone 
to school the story created a furore, 
for in it Opal claimed an Angeli Father 
and an Angel Mother. 

These were the royal parents she 
insisted had died when she was a 
baby. Later, she said, she was adopted 
by Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Whiteley to re- 
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place a little girl they had lost. 

From other statements made by 
Opal, it was surmised that her father 
might have been Prince Henri d’Or- 
leans and her mother a daughter of 
the Maharajah of Udaipur in India. 

Mr. Whiteley, whose wife no long- 
er was alive, laughed at Opal’s claims 
of fester parentage and they were 
attributed to mere childish fantasy. 

Yet there seems no doubt that 
Opal was a brilliant girl. 

When she first arrived from the 
mountain country to attend the Uni- 
versity of Oregon a professor said, 
“Something like this happens to a 
university only once in a lifetime.” 

Yet Opal did not finish her college 
work. She had greater ambitions, it 
seems, and after two years dropped 
out to write the book Editor Sedgwick 
rejected and, her crities claim, to pol- 
ish up her diary. 

The question still remains, did she 
palm off something she perfected at

While Opal was at the height of 


her fame she vanished. 

Ten years later, in 1933, an Amer- 
ican woman traveling in India saw 
her riding in a gleaming carriage 
led by the troops of the Maharajah 
of Udaipur. 

After that brief glimpse Opal 
dropped out of sight again bat oc- 
casional articles, signed, “Princess 
Francoise de Bourbon-Orleans,” 
said to be contributed by Opal, ap- 
peared in a London paper. : 

It also is as Princess Francoise de 
Bourbon-Orleans that the mystery 
woman who has been a mystery of 
more than a quarter of a century 
now lives in the dead-end section of 
Hampstead, a London suburb. 

There, in distressing squalor, The 
American Weekly representative 
found her shouting to herself behind

a closed door at the end of a dark, 
musty passageway. 

“We think she’s balmy,” a young 
woman at the other end of the hallway 


g@aid. “She just swanks and raves, 
yet at times she can be charming t 
you and talk like magic.” 

The door was opened to the visi- 
tor’s knock and she was greeted by a 
blank stare which almost immediate- 
ly was replaced by a sweet smile. 

“Welcome, Madame, but have we 
met before?” the untidy woman was 
grandiose in her greeting but the 
clutter.of obstacles behind the dingy 
door almost prevented her opening it 
wide enough to admit her guest. 

Mouldy-smelling,pillars of books 
and mountains of ancient papers had 
converted the one shabby room ingo 
a literary dungeon where an.aging 
genius, or trickster, seemed to (be 
dreaming the rest of her life away. 

‘ “T am so sorry,” Opal apologized. 
“T have had terrible misfortunes, and 
people have been against me. I must 
struggle out of this place, for I have 
wonderful books to write.” 

Then with a pecuijar gleam'‘in her 
eye the “Princess” added, “But they 
will not let me.” 

She babbled of friends who had 
deserted her; people in high places 
with whom she had quarreled and the 
royal ancestors she still claims. 

The world of this 50-year-old 
woman seems to be one of delusions. 

One can only guess how different 
the last dismal chapters of: Opal’s 
story might be if she had had the will 
to master her unique imagination and 
put it to work instead of letting it 
make her a slave.

Line, the Reporter Met the Man Who 

Could Answer Questions Which Might 

Bring Justice Where There Hadn't Been 
Any in the Big House.

T WAS one of those moments a cub 
reporter always dreads, yet hopes for. 
The city editor was calling. Then with 
the cub beside him he was saying there 
was a tough job to be done; then telling 
the cub to take the job, stay with it, 
get the story —or not come back. 7 

There aren’t many left like J: Edwin Murphy, 
city editor of The Baltimore News in the spring 
of 1912. He was one of the old school——the terror 
of the staff, fiery, wild-eyed, living the news 
every waking minute—-and if anything made him 
beside himself it was a tip such as he curtly 
passed on to the cub on this May morning. 
~ “For months we've had hints of rough stuff 
in Maryland Penitentiary,” he said. ‘““We’ve wanted 
the inside facts but we couldn’t break through 
those -walls. Now there’s'a chance for an eye- 
witness story.” — , 

The eyewitness, said the city editor, was a 
Marylaad oysterman who had taken what he 
thought would be an easy position as guard in 
the penitentiary. He’d found out almost at once 
that even with his background of hard living 
among the Eastern Shore’s most rugged charac- 
ters, he couldn’t stand the callousness of the peni 
tentiary system, and abruptly he’d quit. 

“His name is Harley Warfield,” said the city 
editor. “He’s disappeared. He’s supposed to have 
gone back to oystering somewhere down on the 
shore. Go find him!” 

The cub—tall, young P. L. Trussell, who today 
is assignment editor of The American Weekly- 
walked away, across the city room, and the steps 
he took were ones that presently were to lead 
to a devastating exposure of prison injustice and 
eventually through the efforts of his newspaper 
to a sweeping prison reform. 

Reporters weren't whizzing out on stories in 
cars of their own in those days. Trussell, the cub 
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hired one. He struck out, down Maryland's long, 
wooded peninsular shore, and at Cambridge made 
his field headquarters. .- 

From there he: worked up and doWn a coast 
riddled by rivers and coves arid tidal estuaries, 
and everywhere he said to woodsmen and: truck 
farmers and oystermen: “I’m looking for Harley 
Wartield.” Sometimes they gave him a blank 
stare, sometimes a monosyliable. No one, for a 
week, could give any word of Harley Warfield. 

The cub began to think it was to be his luck 
not to go back to The Baltimore News when, as 
the second week of search began, he came across 
a lawyer in Cambridge who said he'd heard War. 
field was back dredging oysters not far south. 

It was the custom of oystermen then to put 
in to shore at any packing plant or shipping point 
they could find’ when they wanted to deliver a 
cargo, and it was on a narrow spit stretching far 
out into Brannock’s Bay at the mouth of the Chop- 
tank River that the cub waited until Warfield’s 
dredge came into view. From the dredge, War- 
field amd a companion tovk a small boat and 
started toward shore. 


A T THE water line, Trussell (with a witness he'd 
brought along), met him and jumped into his 
boat. The cub wasn’t takeng any chance at that 
critical moment of Warfield walking away. 

“Yes,” said Warfield, “I was in the peniten- 
tiary.” He paused, a tanned, sinewy man of 40, and 
he glowered. “I was a guard but I ain't talking” 

Through an obscure and determined loyalty, to 
Maryland’s Governor Phillips Lee Goldsborough, 
who had obtained the prison appointment for 
him, he was determined not to tell what he’d seen 
behind prison walls. 

The cub was determined, too; he’d hunted the 
burly waterman from Ragged Point to Spedden’s 
Neck; and he finally wore Warfield down. For 
three hours they talked in the boat. Gradually, 
the oysterman unfolded a story of the cruelty he 
had been able to witness only for a day -before 
he walked out on his “easy job” as guard. 

“I péported for duty on a Monday, | think it 
was April 29,” he said. “That one day was enough 
for me. It was too much. I saw I could never 
do what they wafited me to do. 

“First thing of all they told mé to string up 
three men. Stringing up is like cuffing up. You 
hang the men up their hands as long as they 
can stand it--or ay 

When these three men were sent to him, he 
said, he was told one in particular merited punish- 
ment; the prisoner had been guilty of laughing 
out loud.-in Sunday School the previous day. 

“Their hands were placed in steel handcuffs, 
the kind with a short chain fastening «hem to- 
gether, and a rope was fastened to the chain. 

“I didn’t want to do it, but I was‘ ordered, 
and another guard and I finally pulled them up. 
The tips of their toes just touched the floor. Then 
we tied them there and left them. They cried ter- 
ribly all the time. They just hung there and cried. 

“It was an hour and a half before any of them 
was let down. Then they fell up against the side 
of the building, but they stopped crying. I was 
glad of that, that they didn’t cry any-more.” 

It was sheer brutality, and so were other tor- 
tures imposed for minor infractions of the regu- 
lations, the oysterman said. One day of it sent 
him back from the penitentiary’s Yard No. 4 to 
the rugged life of the Chesapeake shore. 

Trussell got all of the story, hurried back to 
his headquarters in Cambridge, took a boat for 
Baltimore, and in his berth on the way wrote 
his long, graphic description in longhand. 

Murphy, his city editor, and Charles M. Har- 
wood, the editor, with that story before them, had 
what for a long time they had been. hoping to 
obtain: an unbiased, first-hand account of the 
yrrison methods they had suspected. They smashed 
he story on Page One, 


ESIDE it they quoted the penitentiary direc- 
tors’ answers to the oysterman’s shocking 
charges, and this is what they said: 

President Frank A. Furst-- The Warden tells 
me that “euffing up” js resorted to in cases of 
extreme misconduct on the part of habitually re- 
fractory prisonefs. It is not, he says, used for 
trivial offenses. 

Charles T. Crane— If the Warden uses it, I 
approve of it. 

If Crane approved the torture, and Furst con- 
doned it, The Baltimore News (now the News- 
Post) saw in it only an example of one of the 
prison’s many needs for reform. The oysterman’s 
exposure of injustice gave the newspaper an op- 
portunity to start a crusade for a political house- 
cleAning and correction of the prison’s methods 
of punishment and of handling prison labor. 

Within two days, .Governor Goldsborough 
called for a probe by the prison directorate; with- 
in a week the Governor named a board of investi- 
gators himself; and as the board began work 
early in the summer, The Baltimore News in a 
four-column, Page One, editorial demanded com- 
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prehensive action in all directions. 

“Governor Goldsborough has demanded a 
probe of certain charges, and the Grand Jury 
is ready to act,” it said. “But only the question 
of brutal punishment is to pe investigated. The 
investigation should be broad enough to cover 
the whole management of the institution. 

“The people have a right to know why a 
Maryland convict is worth only 53 cents a day, 
while a Kentucky convict is worth 85 cents, an 
Arkansas convict $1 and a Tennessee convict $1.10. 

“Why did the Maryland Penitentiary earn only 
$25,000 last year when the much smaller Minne- 
sota Penitentiary earned about $500,000? 

“Is it because the Maryland Penitentiary sells 
its labor secretly, without ‘advertising for public 
bids as other prisons do?"’ 

In the interests of the prisoners, the News 
asked dozens of barbed questions, ranging from 
the matter of brutal treatment to the considera- 
tion of an, individual’s reformation. 

“All this must be probed if the investigation 
is not to be a whitewash,” it declared. 

For months the investigation was pushed, with 
the board’s chairman, Eugene O’Dunne, and his 
associates demanding details, The Baltimore 
News insisted, too. 

Mockingly, the News unearthed th® prigon 
directors’ official report for the previous , year, 
praising their political handyman, ,Warden John 
F. Weyler, for running a “model reformatory.” 
Then it punctured the report with facts. 

Said the report: “The phenomenally successful 
administration of Warden Weyler and the indis- 
putable fact that he has converted the penitentiary 
into a model reformatory, leads us to’ recom- 
ment (to the Governor) that he is justly entitled 
to some signal distinction.” 

The News replied to this: “One fact stands 
out clearly. It is: The institution boasted of as 
being a ‘model reformatory’ is no reformatory 
at all. The Maryland Penitentiary, far from 
being a model reformatory it claims to be is one 
of the most vicious pools of crime in the country.” 

Then it raised pertinent questions. 

“Does the penitentiary do anything toward 
reforming convicts? 

“Does it try to fit them for useful lives in the 
future? ‘ 

“Or does it exploit them to the utmost of their 
physical endurance FOR THE BENEFIT OF 
CONTRACTORS, whose slaves they become? 

“Are the lash and cuffing up used to reform 
or to drive the poor victims to work faster for 
the contractors?” 


THE drive to reform the prison administration 
gained momentum. The News engaged an ex- 

pert to review the needs and chart a program of 

reform in a series of outstanding articles. 

“Under the contract labor system,” he said, 
“the state virtually abdicates contrel of its charges 
to the contractor. 

“The prison board may render its full service 
by attending a monthly meeting-—and dinner.” 

The product of that kind of system, he said, 
was a “combination of politics and ignorance.” 

Finally the official investigators’ findings were 
Pleased, and they supported the News in every 
charge it made. 

This the report declared: That prisoners_were 
treated cruelly; that inhumane bunishme nt was 
inflicted in efforts to drive the convicts to greater 
exertion for private contractops; that men were 
confined in dark cells infested with vermin and 
exploited by their commissary. 

The commission did not mince words. 

“We find,” it said, “that in the majority of 
instances where men have been punished by the 
cuffs, the cause has been indifference to work, 
and we may fairly attribute the wholesale use of 
cuffs to. the influence of the contractors and 
their employes whose Interests demand that the 
convicts be driven to excéssive labor. 

“We find that the influence of*the contractors 
has resulted in working men in the shops who 
were physically and mentally unfit. 

“We find the contract system, as operated in 
Maryland Penitentiary, wrong in principle, iniqul- 
tous in practice and the root of all evils real and 
imaginary existing in the penitentiary today.” 

The prisoners were inflamed by the injustices, 
the commission found, and it charged-that the 
injustices followed the prisoners even.to the time 
they were discharged. Warden Weyler, it said, 
had. grossly exaggerated the convicts’ earnings. 
It found that 67 per cent of those who left the 
prison in the previous year had less than $10, 
and 48 per cent had less than $5. . . 

The warden himself, who had been in control 
of the prison for 23 years, was described as “a 
harsh taskmaster, a rigid disciplinarian, resorting 
at times to cruel and in many instances wholly 
unjustifiable punishments for minor offenses. 

“We find that by Warden Weyler’s direct 
orders women have been confined to dark cells 
with cement floors at times for as long as 10 
days in winter without mattress or blanket; that 
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men have been repeatedly sentenced to the dark 
cells when these cells weré swarming with bed- 
bugs and inhabited by rats.” 

Blame for the mismanagement of the prison 
was placed upon. Warden. Weyler; “who mean-* 
while had resigned 4s warden emeritus after try- 
ing, as the commission said, “to balk investigators.” 

Quite apart from the.grave injustiéés to = 
oners, the warden was guilty of falsehood, the 
commission said, and it blasted him as guilty also 
of “petty grafting.” 

It was a broad indictment and a serious one. 
The Baltimore News emphasized its importance 
and it Kept on urging the reforms it proposed. — 

Gradually the reforms became a fact. The 
labor contract system was improved. Contracts 
were made with new contractors. Workrooms 
were made more habitable. New machines were 
installed and prisoners were given substantial 
increases in their share of earnings. 

Brutalities were stopped. The “cuffs” fell 
into disrepute. The practice of sending prisoners 
to the dark cells was abolished; solitary confine- 
ment in lighted and ventilated cells replaced ft. 


HE lockstep went the way of the “cuffs” and 

prison garb was changed from stripes to gray 
for men, and from blue check to gray for women, 
Tinware dishes were replaced by china dishes and 
aluminum spoons. The practice of clipping pris- 
oners’ hair was abandoned and they were permit- 
ted to smoke in their cells and to talk in low 
tories in the dining hall. Entertainments were 
provided on Sundays and holidays. 

Within a decade, women prisoners were taken 
from the penitentiary altogether and given new 
quarters in the House of Correction in the coun- 
try. Eventually a new Women’s Prison was built. 

When the old prison board, accused as a “rub- 
ber. stamp” for Warden Weyler, went .out of 
existence, a new general state board of prison 
control supplanted it, with a prisen director hav- 
ing no political connections. 

If news of it ever got down along the cub re- 
porter’s trail among the coves and estuaries of 
Dorchester County, it must have pleased hard- 
bitten. Harley Warfield, too. He had a hand in 
making it. . 
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In the top of a double boiler melt % lb.

In the sudden hush, the. eyes of 
everyone fell upon the center ring, 
and there, dark and prominent upon 
its carriage, a coffin rested, and as 
the eyes focused upon it, a patriarchal 
figure magved from the shadows. 

He stood beside the coffin—-Doc 
Waddell, the Circus Bishop—-and he 
opened a black book, but his gaze 
was not on it, as he lifted his voice,

cool and gentle and reassuring. 


“The Lord is*my Shepherd,” he 
said. “I shall not want.” 

No act of the aerialists could have 
held the men and women, with their 
children, more spellbound. They had 
come to do as Dode Fisk had hoped 
they would. Dode Fisk, internationally 
known circus owner, had asked that 
his funeral be held thus by trusted 
Doc Waddell. The coffin was Dode’s. 

Waddell’s voice filled the Big Top. 

“He maketh e to lie down in 
green: pastures; he leadeth me beside 
the still waters. He restoreth my 
soul.” 

Doc, spare-shouldered and straight 
against the years, did not. falter. 

“And I will dwell in the house of 
the Lord forever.” 
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At the conclusion of the unique 
service, Doc laid a sunflower (as 
Dode had asked) on the coffin. 

Born William Sheckleford Andres, 
84 years ago, Doc Waddell spent 
nearly his entire life with or near the 
circus... He now tours with the Mills 
Brothers show each year, as circus 
chaplain. He has officiated at bap- 
tisms, weddings and funerals of 
circus folk, in the traditions of the 
Big Top. 

Doc’s paternal grandparents were 
famous in Europe as entertainers, 
and. sq were his mother’s parents, 
David and Susan Hahn, in America. 
Grandpa Hahn retired and moved to 
Chillicothe, Ohio, where Doc grew up. 

Doc remembers the time that a 
circus came to town and staged a 


parade. In the middle of the spec- 
tacle an elephant suddenly made a 
bee-line, right through the crowd, for 
‘tthe old circus veteran. 

“He picked up Grandpa and 
hugged him,’”* Doc chuckles. “You 
see, Grandpa had trained that ele- 
phant. They were old friends.” 

When Doc was nine years old he 
got a job as a candy butcher with 
the old. John Robinson circus, work- 
ing with a young man known as Kid 
Waddell. Circus folk soon_ labeled 
them “Doc and Kid Waddell.” After 
a while, everyone was calling him 
Doc Waddell and the name stuck, 

Doc eventually went into the preas- 
agént side of the business, touring the 
United States as lecturer with the 
first Edison motion pictures in 1896. 
He was pretty handy “with the cards 
in those days, too. 

“When I shuffled, I Won,” he says. 
“But in 1905 I felt the finger of the 
Lord touch my heart; I knew it was 
time to do something about my own 
soul’s salvation, and to bring others 
to the side of the Lord.” 

He became a devout student of 
the Bible, and began associating with 
ministers and people of the church. 
After years of study, volunteer 
evangelism and ministering to his 
friends in the circus, he was or- 
dained a Methodist minister. 

“As a kid,” he says, “I used to get 
a big thrill running away with water- 
melons. But even that couldn't com- 
pare with the time 44 years ago when 
I preached my first sermon.” | 

For a few years, beginning in 
1908, Doc quit the circus, and did 
missionary work in the slums, hos- 
pitals and jails around Columbus. 
He went back to the Big Top, but 
he still spends his winters doing 
mission work among the lowly. 

“T was never happier than when 
I could labor for the salvation of men 
said to be criminals,” he recalls. “I'd 
seek them out with food and money, 
and when I could restore a so-called 
enemy of-society to honest citizenship 
I considered that sufficient pay.” 

Doc considers orre of his greatest 
sermons the one he preached at two 
o’clock one morning over a gravel 
grave in Illinois. “Mt was for the 
notorious gunman, John Hamilton; a 
partner of John Dillinger. 

“He had been shot down, and his 
friends stole his body from the mor- 
tuary to give him a decent burial,” 
Doc reealls. “I was approached that 
night by four young men Who asked 
me to officiate. I agreed, of course, 
and later I got in a curtained car 
and was driven to the grave. 

“There, with seven gunmen stand- 
ing solemnly by, I preached my 
funeral sermon.” 

In his services now Doc has plenty 
to talk about, for he thanks God that 
people tan come to the circus and 
forget their worries. 

“T thank God, again and again, for 
letting His people he fun and laugh- 
ter on this old wv.id,” he explains.

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Denying God Made Joseph 
Lewis Rich, but the Alimony 
Awarded His Wife Will Play 
the Devil With His Bankroll

HE half-million dollars, more or 
T less, that Joseph Lewis is said 

to have acquired by vehement 
denials of the existence of God have 
brought him neither happiness nor 
contentment. 

After a period described as “de- 
lusional thinking” during which his 
wife says he tried to transmute 
dreams into reality and constantly 
threatened to commit suicide, the 58- 
year-old president of the Freethinkers 
of America is being sued for separa- 
tion by the former Fay Jacobs, who 
charges that he “came perilously 
close” to killing her. 

Lewis, a career atheist, seems to 
have gotten theology mixed up with 
other ideas in recent years, his wife 
contends, and_as a result he suspected 
her of infidelities not only while he 
was awake but even in his sleep. 

“My husband’s acts of cruelty had 
their inception in the spring of 
1945,” says Mrs. Lewis, who married 
the free-thinking author and publisher 
in 1914 in New York City. 

“About that time he would wake 
me from my sleep in the early hours 
of the morning and tell me that he 
had experienced ¢ terrifying. night- 
mares in which he visioned me in the 
arms of our chauffeur and our gar- 
dener. He would, furthermore, be- 
come so possessed with these delu- 
sions as to thereupon openly berate 
me and accuse me of the acts he sup- 
posedly dreamed of.” 

While she dnd her husband were 
visiting the Manhattan apartment of 
their married daughter, Mrs. Lewis 
became ill and went to bed. 

“Mr. Lewis insisted that I dress 
and leave the apartment,” she says, 
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In Her Husband's Terrifying Nightmares She Made Love to 
the Gardener or the Chauffeur—But It Was Worse When He 
Awoke—For He Accused Her of the Things He Dreamed. 


“in spite of my physician’s admonition 
against doing so. When I refused te 
comply, he accused me of being in 
love with the physician.” 

Then there was the episode of the 
mounted poli¢eman, about which the 
Lewises had decidedly divergent opin- 
iohs. It happened on St. Patrick’s 
Day in 1946, when the couple attended 
the New York City parade with their 
daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin Emory. 

“Reflecting the spirit of the day,” 
Mrs. Lewis says, “one of the police 
officers on mounted duty smiled at 
my daughter, whereupon my husband 
openly and publicly accused me of 
having flirted with the officer.” 

As a result, she maintains, Lewis 
again threatened to kill her, but he 
says he merely leaned over and 
whispered to her: “You can’t even 
refrain from flirtfng with a policeman 
on an occasion like this when we are 
all together.” Furthermore, he says, 
it was the wife and not the daughter 
on Whom the mountie was bestowing 
his St. Patrick’s Day blandishments. 

In her complaint, Mrs. Lewis said 
that in August, 1945: 

“He came perilously close to kill- 
ing me when he pointed a loaded gun 
at me and at the same time repeated 
his accusations that I was unfaithful. 
Again, in the latter part of that year, 
while pretending to embrace me, he 
made an effort to choke me, and in 


the early part of 1946 he violently 
took hold of my arm and twisted 
it -until it nearly snapped” 

The archfoe of the scriptures is no 
stranger to the courts. He has used 
them for many years in attempts to 
bar the Bible from the-schools, to 
keep school children from being dis- 
missed for religious training, to pre- 
vent the New York City municipal 
radio station from broadcasting reli- 
gious services of any kind and-even to 
silence the morning chimes in a mid- 
town Manhattan tower because they 
reminded him of the chimes of West- 
minster Abbey. 

With all the fervor he evinced ip 
scoffing at what he regarded as the 
“superstition” of a Supreme Deity, 
Lewis denied that he had ever threat- 
ened to kill his wife, attempted to 
choke her, pointed a gun at her or 
twisted her arm. 

He declared he-had never called 
her any short, sharp appellations re. 
flecting on her virtue, although he 
did occasionally refer to her “by word 
of mouth or in writing” as “cheap, 
common, detestable and white scum.” 

“As evidence of,the falsity of her 
statements,” he said in his answering 
affidavit, “I annex letters of endear- 
ment which my wife wrote to me in 
the spring of 1945 and in 1946.” 

Each time she wrote such a note, 
he said, she would place it on the 
pillow of his bed, go into her own 
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room and lock the door. A sample: 

‘Joe Dear: 

“I hope you will have a very rest- 
ful night--dreaming of our struggles 
together, when you were beginning 
your work and I was always at your 
side, helping and encouraging you. 
These are the times that try our souls 
and we will emerge’ from these trials 
to new horizons and better under- 
standing. 

“With all my love, devotedly, 
“Fay. 
“PS. Why not try writing a letter of 
tenderness, dear.?” 

Mrs. Lewis admitted she wrote the 
letters, but added that she was “mo- 
tivated by a strong, sincere and com- 
pelling desire to preserve my mar- 
riage and my home.” She said she 
realized that if she were “unsuccess- 
ful in my efforts to cure him of his 
delusional thinking, a separation 
would be the inevitable result.” 

The most astonishing aspect of his 
affidavit, she pointed out, was that 
such “an admitted and embittered 
atheist” had sworn to it under oath. 

The Lewises differed somewhat 
on the extent of his wealth and in- 
come. She said he was worth $500,- 
000, including their $125,000 country 
place at Purdys, N. Y., containing. 55 
acres, a 12-room house and lodge, . 
which they own in common. The 
royalties from his free-thinking books 
exceed $40,000 a year, she said, and he 
also receives $25,000 a year As con- 
sultant to a publishing firm. 

He said she had overestimated his" 
holdings by at least $200,000.

medicine and syrgery, appendicitis 

.—the infection and inflammation 
of the supposedly useless organ, the 
appendix—continues to be a fearful 
menace to life and health. 

Dr. Donald C. Collins, assistant 
professor of surgery at the College of 
Medical! Evangelists, Los Angeles, 
jolted even the medical profession by 
recently reporting at the meeting of 
the International College of Surgeons 
at Chicago that about 55,000 persons 
a year died of this disease in the U. 5. 

This number is nearly 15,000 more 
than are killed in auto accidents. 

Indifference to appendicitis pre- 
vails even among very intelligent peo- 
ple, as two cases illustrate, Ada Leon 
ard, a Chicago striptease dancer, had 

in the abdomen; the physician 
osed acute appendicitis and 
urged her .to have an operation. 

She didn’t want a scar on her body 
and resisted surgery. The appendix 
burst, infection spread and it was a 
miracie her physicians were able to 
save her life.

More recently, Laurence C, Hayes, 
while playing in a Broadway show, 
“Harvey,” felt abdominal distress. 
But he swallowed-some nostrum, and 
went on with his stage work. 

A day or two later he had to be 
carried to the Polyclinic Hospital, for 
his appendix not only had ruptured 
but become imbedded in the disease 
tissues. ‘The doctors pulled him out 
of mortal danger. 

Nobody knows how many men and 
women have infected appendices, 
which at any time may become haz- 
ardous. However, the high death 
rate and the chronic illness from the 
disease could be very largely reduced 
if people were more vigilant them- 
selves and if they were treated 
promptly and efficiently. 

Dor. Collins stated that in aver 75 
per cent of the cases that end fatally, 
the blame could be placed solely on 
the patients. People die cither be 
cause they wait too long before seek 
ing medical help or they try ill-ad- 
vised and foolish home remedies. 

The importance of prompt and 
adequate medical care is well illus- 
trated by the record at Roosevelt 
Hospital in New York City. In a 
study made by Dr. R. Sterling 
Mueller, one of the chief surgeons 
at the hospital, out of 739 appendix 
operations of all stages of complexity 
that were performed during a recent 
four-year- period, there were only 
three deaths,

about seven years ago, in which sul- 
fanilamide powder is dusted into the 
open wound at the time of operation, 
In addition, penicillin is injected. 

According to the New York doctos, 
if people throughout the country 
would seek similar medical help with- 
in the first 24 hours of the first signs 
of the illness, the number of fatalities 
from appendicitis would be almost nil. 

This would be relatively easy if 
appendicitis always presented the 
same symptoms. But it is a treacher- 
ous disease. Even experienced doctors 
make mistakes in diagnosing it. Nor- 
mally, it may start with a pain in the 
abdomen accompanied by nausea. and 
a Slight rise In temperature. 

A typical case was that of a man 
recently admitted to a large New 
York City hospital. A few days be- 
fore admission he suffered from an 
annoying pain in the pit of his stom- 
ach. Thinking that it must have been 
due to something he had eaten, he 
took a strong laxative. 

The pain continued for a few hours 
longer, but then, it suddenly  sub- 
sided. He felt as though he were a 
well man. However, later in the 
evening he developed a raging fever. 

A doctor was summoned and im- 
mediately had the patient taken to 
the nearest hospital. The diagnosis 
—ruptured appendix and the early 
Stages of peritonitis. The laxative 
had ‘tncreased’ the pressure on the 
appendix, causing it to burst and spill 
its poisonous contents into the ab- 
dominal cavity. 

This cavity is lined with a sensi- 
tive membrane Called the peritoneum. 
It has high powers of absorption. As 
long as the contents of the appendix 
remain inside the organ, they are not 
absorbed by the body. But the strong 
laxative had increased peristalsis -— 
the rhythmic movement of the intes- 
tines-- causing increased pressure on 
an ,already inflamed and swollen 
appendix, which finally ruptured. 

It was at the time of this “blow- 
out” that the patient experienced his 
relief from pain. 

Fortunately, sulfanilamide powder 
was dusted directly into the peri- 
toneal cavity at the time of the 
operation. This plus the injection of 
penicillin and the insertion of a drain 
to pipe out the infectious poisons 
saved the patient’s life. 

The appendix is a small worm- 
shaped organ, not much bigger than 
your little finger and is attached to 
the large intestine, usually low down 
on‘the right side of the abdomen. 

While in grass-eating animals the 
appendix may be as long as the large 
intestine and has a digestive function, 
in man it is 4 useless organ. Like 
the tonsils, it is composed of lym- 
phatic tissue which is easily invaded 
by germs. Just as improvement in 


health and vigor often comes after 
the removal of diseased tonsils; a 
similar improvement, according to Dr. 
Mueller, is many times noticed after 
the removal of an inflamed appendix. 

While no one feels like running to 
the doctor for every little stomach- 
ache, there are certain precautions 
that everyone should take in the case 
of any unusual or puzzling abdominal 
pain. The first and most important 
and the one stressed by all the 
doctors is to avoid taking. a laxative 
or an enema. A survey showed that 
when appendicitis patients took laxa- 
tives to treat their ailment, one out 
of every nine died.

T WAS Christmas Eve, 1947, in the 
Los Angeles home of Mrs. Rebecca 
Orleck, 63. Her younger son Ben 

was there, and her daughter Lthel. 
She wished Joe, her elcer son, could 
be there too, but Joe was overseas 
somewhere with the Navy he loved so 
well. Maybe next Christmas he could. 

She sat in her straight-backed 
chair, one hand fingering the greet- 
ing Ethel was reading to her. She 
couldn't see very well any more, not 
even well enough to read what it said 
in the letter, But she knew five of 
the words by heart already. 

“From your loving son, Joe,” the 
letter said, like it always said. Joe 
never forgot—-Mother’s Day, Easter, 
no matter what holiday, there was 
always a message and some money. 

Ben handed her the bill Joe had 
sent. It made a crackling sound as 
he passed it over, the kind of crackle 
all new bills made. Ben said it was a 
$5 bill. Well, that was thoughtful of 
Joe. He had a wife now, and couldn't 
afford too much. 

She forced herself to remain calm, 
not to let the prospect of reunion 
excite her. The doctor had said her 
heart was weak, that she mustn’t 
ever get excited. She sighed deeply. 
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The crackling of the bill in her hand 
wee nice. It made her feel that Joe 
as near, Maybe, next Christmas, 
she'd have him in her arms. 

Mrs. Orleck will never have Joe in 
her arms, For Joe—Lt. Joseph Or. 
leck, U.S.N.—who would be 42 this 
year and a 19-year Navy veteran, died 
a hero’s death in the sea off Salerno, 
Italy, insSeptember, 1943. 

Nor will she ever know that the 
U..S. Navy has paid her son the su- 
preme honor of naming a ship after 
him. Ben and Ethel believe it’s bet- 
ter that way. 

“If she found out now the shock 
would be too great,” says Ben. “Her 
whole life is wrapped up in Joe,” 

The magnificent deception began 
on September 16, 1943, when the 
“missing in action” telegram came. 
Ben intercepted it. He couldn't tell 
his mother. Ethel agreed. They laid 
their plans. 

Every month Joe’s $40 allotment 
to his mother kept coming. Joe 
wasn't officially dead. Then, in Oc- 
tober, 1944, he was officially pro- 
claimed so and the allotments stopped. 
Ben was ready. 

Out of his earnings as a truck 
driver he laid aside $40 every month, 
and every month that $40 arrived in 
the mail for Mrs. Orleck. She could

not see to read, ‘They told her it 
was from Joe. 

Late in 1946 Ben had to stop send- 
ing the money. He couldn't afford it 
any more. He told his mother: 

“Joe’s got to quit sending your al- 
lotment, He's got a wife now.” 

Ben didn't know it then, but the 
part about the wife wasn't even a 
white lie. Joe had had a wife, Gertha, 
whom he’d married in Norfolk, Va., 
before leaving port for the last time, 
and about whom he hadn't had time 
to tell the folks. 

But every holiday Ben saw to it 
that an appropriate card with a $5 or 
$40 bill arrived from Joe. And every 
time the greeting came Mrs. Orleck 
said proudly: “Joe hever forgets!”

“Well,” said Ben, “you just send 
me the extra thirty cents.” He gave 
his name and address. 

“That’s funny,” said the lieutenant. 
“You've got the same name as my 
ship, the U.S.S. Orleck.” 

Ben questioned the lieutenant fur- 
ther. His heart gave a great bound 
as he learned that the sleek 2250-ton 
destroyer Orleck, then anchored in 
San Diego harbor, had been com- 
missioned at Orange, Texas, on Sep- 
tember 15, 1945, in honor of Lfeut. 
Joseph Orleck, deceased. ; 

Further querying revealed that Joe 
had been awarded the Navy Cross 
posthumously for gallant action 
aboard his first command,- the sea- 
going tug Nauset. Later, Ben” saw 
the citation, which read in part: 

“ ..the convoy, in which the 
U-:S.S. Nauset was proceeding, was at- 
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tacked by enemy aircraft, and this 
ship was struck by several aerial 
bombs... 

“ ..with compilete disregard for 
his own safety, Lieut. Orleck Tre- 
mained aboard the stricken ship to at- 
tempt beaching and prevent total 
loss, but, while engaged in this o 
eration; he lost his life as the ship 
struck an enemy mine and sank...” 

That’s how Ben learned about 
Joe’s wife, too, for she had christened 
the vessel. 

Ben and Ethel met the Orleck’s 
crew aboardship at Christmas din- 
ner. Ben presented the Ship’s skip- 
per, Commodore James T, Lay, with 
a large portrait of Joe. . 

Ben thought of his mother, fin- 
gering Joe’s greeting the night be- 
fore. He wished she could be there 
with them. She’d be awfully proud. 

He remembered the paralle] case 
of Russ Columbo’s mother. She'd 
had failing eyesight and a weak 
heart, too. Whén Russ, a promising 
crooner, was killed accidentally by 
the discharge of an old gun in the 
hands of his best friend, Russ’ rela- 
tives had kept the news from her. 

For ten years Mrs, Julia Columbo 
had believed her son alive; unable to 
get home because of European en- 
gagements. 

She died in 1944, still believing 
him alive and prosperous. 

Now Ben hopes desperately that 
Mrs. Orleck will never find out. 

“Neighbors, relatives and even my 
wife have told me I should break the 
news,” he says. “But Ethel and I 
know better. Thinking of Joe, imag- 
ining him on duty in the far corners 
of the world, getting those reminders 
of love every so often— it’s all that 
keeps her alive. 

“But I wish she could have seen 
that wonderful new ship hamed after 
Joe. I just wish she could.”

LEOPARD MENS New Reign of lerror 


The Explorer Fired at What 
He Thought Was a Leopard as 
it Sprang From the Tree. 
Too Late te Save the Girl, He 
Wes Astonished to Find That 
His Quarry Was a 
Leopard Man.

FRICA’S Leopard Men — the 
A Dark Continent’s most feared 
cutthroats—-are on the loose, 

Members of the centuries-old 
jungle cult, devoted to ritualistic mur- 
der, always kill in a savage manner 
which makes it appear their victims 
have been mauled by a leopard. 

Latest outbreak of the Leopard 
Men, or Anyotos, occurred in eastern 
Nigeria. There, one week~ recently, 
three natives fejl victim to the cruel 
attacks of the cultists. This brought 
to 196 the toll of lives taken by the 
Leopard Men in this one section alone 
during recent years. 

For two years Nigerian police and 
_ British supervisors have tried to sub- 
due the fanatical cult, which con- 
siders human sacrifice indispensable 
to appeasement of its juju deities. 

Still the murders occur with in- 
creasing frequency and it is now 
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Africa's Dreaded Cult Again 
Stalks the Jungle to Murder 
in Sacrificial Rites 


feared that the urge to kill will be 
revived in other parts of central and 
south Africa—Portuguese Mozam- 
bique, the Belgian Congo, Sierra 


Leone, Kenya Colony——-where the An- . 


yotos have long held sinister sway. 

The Leopard Men usually waylay 
their victim on a jungle path at dusk 
or shortly thereafter. They wear 
leopard skins on their backs, an ex- 
aggerated leopard-face mask and grip 
between the clenched fingers of each 
‘ond three or four claw-like knives. 
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They leap upon the traveler and 
Slash him to death with their claws. 

The earth around the spot is 
tamped down with a stick fashioned 
to simulate a leopard paw, to give 
the impression leopards are’to blame. 

Portions of the victim’s body are 
sold in the juju; or black magic, 
market and used in witchcraft prac. 
tices. Members of the cult goad them- 
selves into murderous frenzy by 
drinking “borfirma,” a revolting but 
potent concoction. 


Authorities have had difficulty in 
identifying society members because 
by day they may be laughing, happy 
villagers, apparently innocent of 
wrongdoing, assuming their leopard 
personalities only when darkness ap- 
proaches; also because fear of ven- 
geance keeps the lips of possible in. 
formants sealed. 

Nevertheless, 70 convicted leopard 
murderers have so far been executed 
and several hundred exiled or im- 
prisoned. Frequent punitive expedi- 
tions, imposition of a curfew and 
destruction of shrines have held down 
the number of, murders over the past 
eight years, but have never elimi- 
nated them. Now, once again, they 
are on the increase. 

A roundup of Leopard Men in 1904 
apparently abolished the cult. For ten 
years ritual murders were very rare. 
Then, during World War I, when 
police staffs were depleted, the An- 
yotos became active again. 

From 1918 to 1939 the society was 
held in check, During Werld War II, 
when police supérvision relaxed once 
more, it flourished anew. | 

In 1932, a British force arrested 
more tham 406 Sierra Leone natives 
suspected of being members of the 
cult. Seven were convicted and pub- 
licly execuied. The authorities seized 
many leopard hides, claw-daggers and 
crude jugs of the borfirma. 

In 1934 the mangled bodies of 
three natives were found on the out- 
skirts of the town of Wamiba in the 
Belgian Congo. Police rounded up 29 
Leopard Men and hanged them all. 

Leopard Men usually confine their 
atrocities to natives, but in 1931, em. 
hboldened by a promise from their 
witch doctors of added power if they 
killed white men, the cultists began 
systematic attacks on English settlers 
in Kenya Colony. 

Theodore Powys, son of a distin- 
guished novelist, left the Kenya farm 
he was fmanaging one evening to 
trail a depredating lion. His decapi- 
tated and armless body was found the 
next day and the lion was blamed. 

Three years later, through infor- 
mation forced from a member of the 
Kikiyu tribe, authorities,found Powys’ 
skull, identified by a gold-capped 
tooth, in a Samburu witch doctor's 
hut. His killer had been human. 

A French explorer, M. Degouilles, 
has described an encounter with a 
Leopard Man. 

He saw a pretty young girl fill 
a jar at a spring. He raised his cam- 
era to take a snapshot of her and 
through the view-finder saw a huge 
figure spring on her from a tree. He 
thought it was a leopard and, drop- 
ping his camera, shot the creature 
through the heart, 

He was amazed to discover he had 
killed a man garbed in leopard skin 
and bearing the claw-like Knives in 
his hands and, im this instance, on 
his feet. The girl was dead, the 
knives ripping out her throat before 
Degouilles’ shot took effect. 

Commander Attilio Gatti, noted 
explorer, recounted how in 1926 in 
Portuguese Mozambique, a German 
hunter named Schmidt happened 
across Leopard Men in'the midst of 
their ritual in the-heart of the jungle 
and saw a boy he had often used as 
a guide cut the throat of his own 
father as initiation into the cult. 

Schmidt informed the authorities 
and the boy, condemned to death, 
confessed and named names. 

More than 100 Leopard Men were 
arrested. All found guilty of actual 
murder were hanged. The others got 
life imprisonment. 

Gatti had gotten picwires of cult 
members in full leopard regalia. 

The most recent murders have all - 
occurred in Calabar Province of Ni- 
geria, within a 300-square-mile re- 


gion. The British plan “extraordinary 


measures” to caurb the activities of 
the cult, but they have little hope of 
stamping out the evil completely. 

It will take, they estimate, hun- 
dreds: of years to eliminate the sin- 
ister~ juju influence which lingers, 
always ready for expression, in the 
hearts of the natives.

OMESTIC difficulties are no novelty to the 

Spreckels family. 

John DD, 3rd’s recent appearance in divorce 
court was just one amdéng many such visits made 
by two generations of Spreckels heirs. 

Old Claus Spreckels, founder of the dynasty, 
would probably have been distressed many times 
if he had been alive to follow the course of his 
progeny-—and his millions——over the past 35 years. 

Claus came to America from Germany in 1846. 
He settled first in Charleston, S. C., where a son. 
John D. Spreckels, was born. He migrated to 
San Francisco in 1856,and a year later his second 
son, Adolph B. Spreckels, arrived. 

Claus did not start with money. He earned it 
by the sweat of his brow. He was kept busy 
visioning his future—and the future of his wife 
and two sons—-in this pioneer land. 

He operated a store, then a brewery. In 1863 
he established a sugar refinery, importing raw 
material from Hawali. He built more refineries, 
acquired a beet sugar farm and factory at Watson 
ville, Calif., bought into a steamship line plying 
between San Francisco and Honolulu. 

As he ‘grew old, sons John D. and Adolph B. 
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took over. They expanded the father’s vast enter- 
prises, bought hotels, electric railways, water com. 
panies, a ferry company and a hundred other in- 
terests. By the turn of the century the huge 
Spreckels fortune was a power in the West. 

Divorce never entered the lives of John D. or 
Adolph B., either. They spent all their time see- 
ing that the future Spreckelses would not want. 

John D. had two daughters and two sons. The 
two daughters grew up to lead conventional lives. 
One son, Claus 2nd, died in reduced circumstances 
in 1935. The other son, John D. Jr., was the first 
Spreckels to experience a divorce. 

John D. Jr. married Edith Huntington, niece of 
a western railroad magnate, in 1902. 
They had three children—-Adolph B., 
John D. 3rd, and a daughter. The daugh- 
ter never attracted public attention. The 
sons followed in their father’s footsteps. 

A glamourous divorcee named Sadie 
Wirt, fresh from the Kansas plains, 
caught John D. Jr.’s eye in 1912. He 
wooed her ardently and openly. 

Edith filed suit for divorce, won her 
case and married another man the same 
day the decree was granted. John D. 
and Sadie (who by now had changed her 
given name to Sidi) were married. One daughter, 
Geraldine, was born to them. 


GID! went to Europe, came back prepared to di- 
vorce John D. Jr., but before she could bring 
action he was killed in an auto accident. After 
a legal battle she received most of his fortune. 

Meanwhile, Adolph B., John D.’s brother, had 
been raising his family. He married Alma de 
Bretteville, prominent west coast socialite, and 
they had four children. 

Adolph B. died in his sleep in 1924. He'd seen 
John D. Jr.’s marriage break up, but held his own 
together. 

Two of .Adolph B.’s daughters, Alma and 
Emma, remained in ‘obscurity. But daughter 
Dorothy was frequently in the spotlight. 

Gay, madcap heiress to a pretty slice of the 
Spreckels fortune, Dorothy startled the interna- 
tional set in 1936 by marrving handsome Jean 
Dupuy, millionaire sportsman and scion of a 
prominent French publishing family. 

In 1940 she announced that she and Dupuy 
had gotten a Paris divorce, Ten months later she 
married Andy McCarthy, an oil salesman, whom 
she had met ten years before at her debut party. 
In 1943 that marriage broke up. on 

Adolph B.’s son, Adolph B. Jr., was likewise 
pursued by domestic problems. IT 1932 he mar- 
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ried Lois Quantrain Clarke de Ruyter, a divorcee, 
in Reno. Three years later she visited Reno 
again, this time to be divorced from Adolph. 


IS SECOND wife was Gloria Debevoise, New 

York debutante. Gloria lasted only three 
months. She got a Reno divorce, too, and, like 
Lois, a sizable slice of Spreckels wealth. 

Then Adolph Jr. married his second cousin, 
Geraldine, the daughter of John D. Jr. and Sidi 
Wirt. That marriage lasted only nine months. 
Geraldine got. her divorce but, being endowed 
with Spreckels money herself, asked for no ali- 
mony. Within the year she married again. 

Adolph Jr.’s fourth bride was Emily Hall von 
Romberg, ‘divorced wife of. a prominent German 
baron. This union broke up on the shoals of in- 
ternational strife. In 1940, Adolph charged that 
his wife entertained and was partial to visiting 
Nazis. She made the same charge against him.

Emily dropped this divorce suit. 
another in 1943, charging Adolph had beaten her, 
but dropped that one, too. In 1945, however, she 
carried through. Like Geraldine, she took no ali- 
mony, being worth $10,000,000 in her own name. 


THEN Adolph married Kay Williams, Hollywood 
actress, ex-wife of “Macoco,” wealthy Argen- 
tine sportsman. 

Three months after this wedding Beatrice 
Webb, New York dancer, sued Adolph for 
$260,000 damages, charging he had _. broken 
numerous of her bones in various beatings, tried 
to set her on fire, threatened to blow her up with 
a pen-bomb device and been disagreeable in gen- 
eral. Later she dropped the suit. 

Meanwhile, Adolph B. Sr.’s widow, Alma de 
Bretteville Spreckels, had joined the divorce pa- 
rade. She had eloped with Elmer Awl, homespun 
cowboy who managed a Santa Barbara, Calif., 
hotel she owned. Discovering it was all a mis- 
take, she got rid of him in court. 

Last December. her son, Adolph B. Jr., an 
nounced he would file suit against her, demand- 
ing an accounting of the disposition of $1,500,000 
in the trust fund set up by his father. He also 
said he would ask the court for guardianship of 
his 13-year-old daughter, Lois, by his first mar- 
riage.

Sidi Wirt Spreckels, Geraldine’s mother, fol- 
lowed the now traditional path, too. First she had 
married Egyptian Prince Suad Chakir. Then had 
followed a disagreeable incident in which an 
Egyptian princess named her corespondent in a 
divorcee Suit. 

ihe princess won her divorce, but had to pay 
Sidi $5,000 in the latter’s successful slander suit. 
Next she had divorced Prince Chakir and married 
Rogers Gardner, a U. S. Army officer. 

The only son of Claus 2nd—-Claus 3rd—eloped 
to Phoenix, Ariz., with Lois Silva, daughter of a 
fishing boat captain. She divorced him in 1935, 
charging him with staying away from home. In 
1937 he married Jane Turner of San Diego. 
She divorced him in 1939 with the plaint that 
he had told her he could not be tied down. 


OHN D. JR.’S son, Adolph B., married Sybil 

Esme Jones of Seattle, Wash., in 1927. She di- 
vorced him in 1933 on the grounds he was wast- 
ing his fortune and, furthermore, didn’t give a 
hoot about her. 

Now John D. Jr.’s other son——John D. 3rd 
has brought the Spreckels divorce marathon up 
to date, with Lou Dell’s assistance. 

John D. 3rd first married® RoXana Brown, 
daughter of a San Diego minister, in 1932, when 
they were both 21. In 1936 Roxana got a divorce, 
after charging her husband threw his money away 
on gambling, losing as much as $4,000 at a time. 

In 1937 he married Mary Lavinia Miller of 
Fort Worth, Tex. In,1944, Mary sued for separate 
maintenance, alleging John D. 3rd had squandered 
$100,000 on the horses in three months, had threat- 
ened to shoot her, struck her in the mouth and 
given other evidence of a violent temper. 

She got a divorce in 1945. 

John D. 3rd wed Lou Dell in April, 1946. They 
took up their life together on a five-acre apricot 
ranch at Banning, Calif. They found’ it was no 
go from the start. 

“Lou Dell didn’t dike life away from. the big 


city,” John D. explained. “She said it Was a hick 
town. She liked the bright lights.” 

“It was a “Tobacco Road’ 
countered. “I washed clothes on an old-fashioned 
board. I sold eggs and apricots and tended geese 
and chickens. Since we've married I haven't lived 
as well as if I'd been married to a street sweeper.” 

She filed suit for separate maintenance in 
May, 1947, dismissed the action two days later. 
In August came the street fight. 

Witnesses said the couple were going at it 
hammer and tongs, oblivious to traffic. ~ They 
were jailed on drunk charges. 

Lou Dell said that John D. was intoxicated 
and started hitting her when she refused to give 
him money for gambling. 

John D. said Lou Dell began fighting him be- 
cause he wouldn't drive her to her mother’s. He 
pulled over to avoid wrecking the car, and Lou 
Dell jumped out and ran. He followed her. 

They moved into a new home in Ar- 
cadia after selling the ranch. Then came 
the poker incident. 

Lou Dell told police John D. hit her 
on the head with the poker and chased 
her over to a neighbor’s house. “His idle- 
ness is to blame for his drinking,” she 
said, “and the drinking leads to fights. 
I often tried to get him to go into some 
kind of business, but he always replied: 
‘How can I work?’ A jury later ac- 
quitted him on an assault charge. 

Then Lou Dell brought, suit for sepa- 
rate maintenance again and John D. asked for a 
divorce or annulment. 

He said Lou Dell had neglected to divorce 
some of her husbands. 

“You're ‘just a stepping stone in my life,” he 
said she told him. “I never loved you. I just picked 
you up during the housing shortage.” 


|. 9U DELL said John D. built a fire outside her 
bathroom door on one occasion when she ran 
there to escape his beating. 

Later Lou Dell dropped the contested mainte- 
nance action and substituted a suit for divorce on 
grounds of cruelty. 
contest the suit, and paid Lou Dell $22,500 cash, 
$7,000 attorney’s fees and allowed her to keep 

25,000 he claimed to have given her. In exchange, 
Lou Dell waived her claim to the $400-a-month 
temporary alimony and relinquished any interest 
in the Arcadia home. 

At their court hearing they sat far apart. John 
D. 3rd was not a bit nervous. He'd been through 
it twice before, 

And it was not a new story to Lou Dell. 

It was not a new story to quite a few other 
Spreckels heirs. °

ALPH KAHN stepped out of the 
a Waldorf Astoria Hotel, his New 

York residence, flipped the door- 
man a half dollar, briskly entered the 
taxi and told the driver: 

“Take me to the Bowery.” 

The driver turned around and gave 
him a look. “I’ve heard everything 
new,” he said. “From the Waldorf 
to the Bowery. You kiddin’, mister?” 

“Not me,” said Ralph Kahn. “I'll 
tell you something better—-I came 
from the Bowery to the Waldorf.” 

Of course, it took him a few years 
to change his address, but Kahn 
wasn't kidding. They still call him 
by his old nickname of “Cookie.” 

He earned that by following the 
bakery wagons, hoping a_ cookie 
would jostle off so he could have 
something to eat. He remembers 
when the Bowery flophouses would 
be full, and the derelicts would sleep 
by leaning against a rope strung up 
for them. 

“Along about 5:30 in the morn- 
“ing,” he says, “they’d cut the ropes, 
and we'd all pile up.” 

Now a man of means, thanks to 
the artificial pearl business, Cookie 
Kahn has come back to the Bowery. 
He and his old pal, Sammy Fuchs, 
known as the mayor of the Bowery, 
are going through with the pact they 
made back in 1923, when they were 
pooling their pennies to buy knishes 
—heavy giobs of potato and dough 
which may not taste too good, but 
sure are filling. 

Back then they agreed that if 
either of them ever got a dollar 
ahead, he'd do something to help the 
forlorn men on the Bowery. Now 
they’re going ahead with the dream, 
if Kahn doesn’t give all his money 
away first. 


It Was Only a Dream Born on 
"Skid Row,” but It Has Helped 
Others Find New Hope 


“I'm a sucker, and I’m proud of 
it,” Cookie Kahn says. “I'd rather 
give a guy who's down on his luck a 
dollar than make a hundred any day.” 

Kahn read one morning that Joe 
Sanders, a war-blinded veteran of 
Houston, Tex., and his wife were 
about to be evicted. They had gone 
to several landlords looking for a 
place to live. A couple accepted the 
deposit from Mrs. Sanders, but gave 
it back and refused to rent the apart. 
ments when they saw Joe. Some 
restaurants refused to let him come 
in. Joe’s looks hadn’t been improved 
any by the land mine that blew up 
in his face. 

Kahn read about Joe at three 
o'clock in the morning, having a cup 
of coffee in a Times Square cafeteria. 
By four A. M. he was in the office of 
the wire service which carried the 
story, to get all the facts. He then 
called Joe to tell him that he had a 
business whenever he wanted it— 
Kahn would set him up and furnish 
him with jewelry to sell. 

However, largely through the 
publicity that Kahn got started, Joe 
was offered an apartment and a job 
before Kahn could go through with 
his own plans. 

When Kahn heard about the case 
of Mrs- Stella Lewandowski of Lynd- 
hurst, N. J., he went into action 
again. Mrs. Lewandowski, due to a 
technicality, was not a citizen of the 
United States. For that rearon, even 
though three of her sons had lost 
their lives in World War II, she was 
not eligible to be a Gold Star Mother. 
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Kahn whirlwind died 
(Jeneral Tom Clark 
had declared that Mrs. Lewandowski 
would receive her citizenship. She 
did and now she can proudly go to 
meetings of the Gold Star Mothers. 

Kahn heard of the eviction, in 
Worcester, Mass., of a man, his wife, 
and their 15 children. He got on a 
plane, flew to Worcester, dug down 
in his pocket, and the family got a 
home. 

Once, Kahn’s generosity almost 
backfired on him. He was.impressed 
by the ambition and earnestness of a 
young woman who was living cheaply 
in a girls’ home in New York and 
studying voice. Kahn tried to help 
her financially, but she refused. 

Finally the girl explained to him 


When the 
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that her parents were near-million- 
aires in the Midwest, and that she 
was living cheaply in order to study 
and avoid fortune-hunters. 

“Here I am,” Cookie says, “trying 
to shell out dough to a girl whose 
family is enormously rich.” 

According to Kahn, who knows the 
Bowery, although there are missions 
and flophouses in that section, there 
is still need for something more. 

“When a guy gets down on his 
luck, he begins to look like @ tramp, 
and gets deeper and deeper,” Kahn 
says. “Our shelter will take him in, 
give him not only a bed, but a hot 
bath, good food and medical atten- 
tion. Then it will clean and »-ess his 
clothes, and let him talk with people 
trained in rehabilitation.”

The shelter, which will be named 
after Belle Schuster, Kahn's late 
mother-in-law, will take care of cases 
for only a few days, not invite men in 
for a lifetime free ride.

“Sammy and I are both putting up 
a few thousand, and we’re_raising the 
rest,” Kahn says. “I’ve got a lot of 
donations already, but I mailed ‘em 
all back. We don’t want any money 
until we are ready to go.” 

Kahn first hit ‘the Bowery in 
1923, when he came in from San Fran- 
cisco to look for a job. A man finally 
trusted him with four strings of ar- 
tificial pearls, plus two dollars grub- 
stake. Kahn sold the pearls at a 
profit of 25 cents a string, but then 
lost the address of his benefactor. 

He began climbing slowly, first as 
a peddler, finally going into the manu- 
facturing end in Chicago. He revived 
the market after the war with what 
is known as a bib—several strands of 
pearls. Now 47, he was married 
seven years ago to Bessie Schuster, 
who was an employee of a Chicago 
firm of purchasing agents. 

“That's the one reason I ever went 
out with her at first,” he chuckles. 
“IT heard that magic phrase purchas- 
ing agent and I thought I'd better get 
in there and make a contact. A few 
nights later, I didn’t care who she 
worked for. We got married.” 

Who benefits the benefactor? 

“There’s one guy who has always 
slipped me everything he had if. I 
needed it,” Kahn says. “He’s Eddie 
McDowell, and he’s a flower salesman 
in San Francisco. That’s the guy 
who’s going to direct the shelter.

In Louisiana at last, the couple found that 
Papa Bringier was putting up a plantation house 
for them. But glory takes time; for several years 
they had to wait for the builders to finish. Mean 
while, War separated them; Doradou fought with 
Andrew Jackson at the Battle of New Orleans. 


N THAT blistering clash, Doradou distinguished 

himself against the redcoats. He and the other 
Bringiers admired the hardy Westerner; he, in 
turn, liked the Creoles, their odd talk, their odd 
manner. When the battle ended, Jackson was 
taken to the historic Cathedral of St. Louis in 
New Orleans. 

There Aglae’s uncle, the Abbe du Bourg, pre- 
sided at a mass of thanksgiving, holding a laure! 
wreath for Monsieur le General. The General 
looked a little embarrassed, but managed to go 
through with it. 

After the ceremony, Jackson accepted an invi- 
tation from his new friends, the Bringiers, and 
went up the river to White Hall. He met little 
Agiae there, with her first baby; he also saw the 
young couple’s new plantation house, resplendent 
in the bright sun along the levee.

Tennessee, the Hermitage. But Monsieur le Gen- 
eral would hardly have recognized his title when 
the Creole tongue was finished with it. The house 
became known, generally, as l’'Hermitage. | 

The bride who had played with her doll soon 
had children to play with. She changed from a 
subdued miss to the self-possessed lady of the 
mansion. Sometimes she had as many as 50 over- 
night guests, and she handled that-problem as 
calmly as she handled the matter of her early 
marriage. 

Doradou died at 58. She outlived him by 30 
years, to become a grande dame of Louisiana, in 
black, with white cuffs and long collars. 

When she sat in her high-backed chair, she 
never allowed her shoulders to touch; until the 
end she sat as straight as any 18-year-old. 

And, to her dying day, Aglae kept the doll 
that had been her wedding present. 

Both of the child brides, Betzy and Aglae, were 
believers in parental authority, particularly 
Papa's. Papa was always right. 

Their great houses, Union and the Hermitage, 
still stand along the Mississippi, their columns 
soaring from the rich earth—monuments to the 
Creole way. Pi

HERE is a strong probability that 
Te: some future World Series a 

titled Britisher, possessor of one 
of England’s richest baronetages, wil!

This spectator-to-be is now Robert 
Hardinge, plain VU. S. citizen. But 
when that great day comes, he will 
be Sir Robert Hardinge of Lurran.

HE softest touch of all the grifts 
T operated by those who believe 

the world owes them a living is 
the pleasant dodge of impersonating 
a sports celebrity, and the bigger 
they are, the harder they fall for 
this con game. 

This was proved not long ago in 
New York’s Night Court when Magis- 
trate Charles Murphy dismissed a 
charge of disorderly conduct against 
a Bowery no-good claiming to be Rube 
Marquard, the former major league 
pitching star—and then handed the 
derelict $5 out of sympathy. 

When the real Marquard, a highly 
respectable family man who works 
as a pari-mutuel ticket seller at race 
tracks, read about “his plight” next 
morning he hit the ceiling. 

But good-natured Rube had the last 
laugh when the faking toper, whe had 
been keeping well lubricated for 
months on the Bowery by impersonat- 
ing him, was picked up in Hoboken, 
N. J., next day, blinder than a bat. 

This time, the judge said: “I won't 
give you five—I’ll make it ten-ten 
days in Hudson County Jail.” 

A Chicago Police Court judge was 
almost taken over in a similar case 
back in 1929. 

‘Twas Christmas Eve and the 
magistrate radiated good will to men 
as he took his seat behind the bench. 

One bedraggled fellow with a 
mournful look on his face sobbed as 
he confronted the judge and mumbled 
something about having seen better 
days. He was asked to explain. 

“T was once a great ball player,” 
replfed the dipsomaniac, dramatically. 
“You've no doubt heard of me—-Danny 
Murphy of the Athletics.” 

Judge Samuel Keller was so moved 
by the drunk’s story that he said: “I 
am going to see that you have a real 
Christmas tomorrow.

ordered him released next morning. 

It was such a nice little human in- 
terest story for Christmas Eve that 
the wire services sent it all over the 
country. Among those who read it 
was the real Danny Murphy, then a 
prosperous real estate man. Danny 
wired Judge Keller that the Chicago 
souse was a faker. 

Frank Erne, former lightweight 
champion, read of his death in a 
California automobile accident about 
a year ago and refused to believe it, 
for the good reason that he was in 
New York. It developed that Erne 
had been impersonated for years in 
California by a man who had mem- 
orized his ring record perfectly. 

Harlem Tommy Murphy is one of 
the few sports celebrities who profited 
from being impersonated. About 15 
years ago, two rival breweries in 
Panama were in a patronage war. 

One of them was backing a popu- 
lar cabaret run by an American 
named Mike Flaherty. The other 
brewery countered by importing from 
the States a man who represented 
himself as Harlem Tommy Murphy. 

This chap, a personable fellow, 
said his real name was Tommy 
Marlowe but that he had adopted 
Murphy as a ring name. The cus- 
tomers flocked to his bar and gulped 
hisy backer’s beer while he regaled 
them with stories of his fights. 

Flaherty, meantime, had become 
suspicious of Marlowe and wrote a 
New York sports editor inquiring as 
to Harlem Tommy Murphy. 

The sports editor informed

that Murphy was at that moment 
employed as boxing instructor by the 
Brooklyn Lodge of Elks and had 
never been in Panama in his life. 

Klaherty announced this to the 
Panama papers which printed it 
along with a statement from Marlowe 
that his rivals were confusing him 
with Brooklyn Tommy Sullivan. 

More cables to New York and 
more replies that Harlem Tommy 
Murphy, himself in person,, was in 
Brooklyn. Would he consent to go to 
Panama, all expenses paid? He would. 

Tommy Murphy sailed in style for 
Panama, on his first vacation in 
years, with all expenses paid. Tommy 
Marlowe read this and smiled. 

“He doesn’t dare face me because 
he knows I'll expose him,” Marlowe 
said with a cocky smile. 

On the day Murphy was due, Mar- 
lowe was on the job, dispensing the 
same old smiles and brew to the faith- 
ful customers who thought the stories 
about Murphy’s impending arrival 
were “planted” by Mike Flaherty. 

When the blast of a steamer 
whistle notified all that the boat had 
arrived at last, Marlowe excused him- 
self to his customers, saying: “I have 
io go in the back room, and change 
clothes so I can go down to the dock 
and meet this faker in style.” 

With that, Tommy Marlowe 
walked out the back door—-and Pana- 
ma.hasn’t seen or heard from him 
since. Harlem Tommy Murphy was 
feted as a hero for a fortnight. 

One of the strangest cases of im- 
personation on record was exposed jn 
1942 with the death of a bartender 
named Jack Burke, in Plainfield, N. J. 


years, Burke was one of the 
celebrities Plainfield folk could 
point out to visitors. 

“He’s the chap who fought the 
longest bout on record with boxing 
gloves,” they'd say. “You Know, the 
Jack Burke-Andy Bowen bout in New 
Orleans back in 1893 that was stopped 
at the end of 110 rounds and called a 
draw because both were exhausted.” 

Bartender Burke never did anyone 
any harm and he wasn’t a pan- 
handler. All he did was blush 
modestly and admit It was true when 
people asked him about it. 

When Burke died on Feb. 14, 1942, 
sports editors sent for the newspaper 
clips on the Burke-Bowen : fight to 
refresh their memories before writing 
the obit. What they found astounded 
them. 

If the Jack Burke who died in 
Plainfield was 63, as the dispatches 
from there said, he would have been 
14 when he fought that gruetling 110- 
rounder in New Orleans. A correction 
from Plainfield stating that Jack was 
67, not 63, reassured them—until thev 
read in yellowed clippings describing 
the fight, that Burke was 33 years old 
when he met Bowen and was a native 
of Texas. Plainfield’s Jack Burke was 
born in Elmira, N. Y. 

A few days later other clippings 
were discovered which told of the 
death of Jack Burke, hero of the 
New Orleans battle, in Mt. Carmel, 
Pa., on May 15, 1939. By this time, 
Plainfield people, who had sworn by 
their Jack Burke up to that point, 
admitted sheepishly that they had 
been taken over but insisted “he was 
a good fellow, nevertheless.”

N .THE late 1880s a fashionable seminary, the 
Comstock School for Young Ladies, flourished 

on West 40th St., Manhattan, across the way 
from the reservoir which later became the site of 
the New York public library. 

It flourished and enjoyed an excellent reputa- 
tion, and then a series of misfortunes. events en- 
tirely beyond the control of the operators. -spread 
its name to the far corners of the earth and swept 
it out of existence.

At 10 o’clock,:feeling weary, she 
repaired to her third-floor bedroom, which she 
shared with three other girls, all at the moment 
attending the concert. 

Shortly before midnight,*her roommates came 
in, to observe at once that there was something 
seriously wrong. Most noticeablyy Helen’s breath- 
ing was heavy and labored. 

One of the girls, Frances Carson, shook her, 
exclaiming, “Helen, Helen, what's the matter?” 

Helen’s eyes opened, and she spoke in a 
whisper: “I’ve been having a wonderful dream— 
such a wonderful dream...”

Within 15 minutes, the school physician, Dr. E. 
N. Fowler, was at the bedside. He gave one look 
and exclaimed, “She has had an opiate.” 

Miss Potts, he could see, was in a state of 
profound coma. Her skin was.cold, pale, and of 
a bluish tinge. The pupils of her eyes were sym- 
metrically contracted so as to be hardly visible. 

Dr. Fowler sent for his assistant and another 
doctor, as well as for supplies needed to aid a 
patient suffering from .some form of narcotic 
poisoning. 

Meanwhile he observed, on a table near the 
bed, a pill box. 

It was empty. On the cover had been written, 
“C.W.H. Stadent. One before retiring.” 

Helen had been suffering from insomnia and 
headaches, the girls explained, and’ so a medical 
student friend named Carlyle Harris had gotten 
her some capsules, which she had been taking at 
bedtime for, the past several nights. 

At about 2:30 a. m., Helen’s breathing seemed 
to improve. The doctors fought on, applying ar 
tificlal respiration, galvanic batteries, heat, digl- 
talis, atropine, caffelne-—-everything they could 
think of to keep her alive. 

But it was to prove a losing battle. 

Harris, a pale, slender, well-spoken youth ap- 
proaching his 21st birthday, arrived at about day- 
break, having been summoned from his Brooklyn 
home by Dr. Fowler. 

“We have a frightful case here,” the doctor 
told him. “There must have been a very great 
mistake. What did those Capsules have in them?” 

Harris replied that he had ordered 25 or 26 
grains of quinine and one grain of morphine to 
be equally mixed and to be divided into six cap- 
sules, so that each should contain about 4% grains 
of quinine and 1-6 grain of morphine. The pre- 
scription had been filled at a most reputable drug 
store on Sixth Avenue. 

“One-sixth of a grain of morphine, or even one 
grain, could not* produce this condition,” Dr. 
Fowler said. “We have here one of the most pro- 
found cases of morphine poisoning that I have 
seen in 35 years of practice.” 

Harris shook his head in worried bewilderment, 
then said that he had given Miss Potts only four 


‘of the six capsules. 
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ints. 


“Why,” asked the doctor, “did you not give her 
all six?” 

Harris replied, “I did not think it wise to let 
her have a whole grain of morphine at once.” 

Dr. Fowler asked him if he were a physician, 


licensed to practice. e replied that he was a 
student at the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
and that his grandfather was Dr. Benjamin! W. 
McCready, one of the heads of that institution. 

He confided that he had been “somewhat inter- 
ested” in Miss Potts, and had thought he might 
become engaged to her after his graduation. 

The girl died at 10:50 a, m. 

“Gone?” exclaimed Harris, echoing the word 
Dr. Fowler used. “What will become of me?” 

Helen’s parents, informed of the sudden 
tragedy, hastened to the shool. 


RS. POTTS, who had seen her daughter on Sat- 

urday morning, contributed additional details, 

She told Miss Day that, after taking two of the 

capsules, Helen had written Harris, who had gone 

to Old Point Comfort, Va., for a brief stay, that the 

medicine had not benefited her, and he had ad- 
vised her to continue the doses, 

“Yesterday she showed me the box,” Mrs. Potts 
said, “told me that she had lost faith in the 
medicine, and would throw it out the window. 
But I restrained her.” 

Looking like a bride in her white party dress, 
the girl was. buried at Asbury Park, N. J., on 
Feb. 9. The plate on her coffin carried this in- 


scription: 
MARY 


DIED FEB. 1, 1891 

AGED 19 YEARS, 8 MONTHS, 27 DAYS 

Certain reporters from New York noticed the 
absence of a last name. They asked themgelves 
why the plate did not bear her full name. 

Their curiosity led te the discovery that two 
young people, calling themselves Charles Harris 
and Helen Neilson, had béen married by an alder- 
man at City Hall, Manhattan, on Feb. 8, 1890, 
one year and a day before the funeral in Jersey. 

Investigation was to show that these two 
young people had been Carlyle Harris and the 
girl called only “Mary” on her coffin plate. 

Now, of course, the curiosity of the newspaper- 
men turned to an examination of Harris’ back- 
ground and recent doings. What they found out 
was to develop into the most publicized case of its 
kind in our history, as well as the most bitterly 
contested and debated of mysteries. | 

Harris, spoiled scion of what is usually re- 
ferred to as a “good family,” had met Helen Potts 
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That same day, in the afternoon, Carl and 
Helen went for a Stroll and did not return until 
late evening. Helen, looking pale and sick, went 
immediately to her room. 

A week later, she visited an uncle, Dr. C, W. 
Treverton of Scranton, Pa,, and told him about the 
secret marriage. She had become an ‘expectant 
mother, she said, and when she told Harris, he 
insisted on taking her on that walk a week before. 

Before agreeing to what the medical student 
had suggested, she stipulated that somebody 
should know about the marriage, in the event 
that she should die, 


AS symptoms of bloed poisoning were begin- 
ning to manifest themselves, Dr. Treverton 
consulted a colleague, with the result that an 
emergency operation had to be performed. 

Also, Mrs. Potts was sent for and told about 
the wedding at City Hall. 

It developed later that while Helen was con- 
valescing in Scranton, Harris was with a young 
woman in a hotel in Canandaigua, N. Y. He 
used the name “Carl Graham,” but claimed mail 
addressed to Carlyle Harris. 

He told his companion, it came out, that he 
‘had no income, and that the best thing for her to 

do ‘would be to marry some rich old man. 
“How will that help you if I get married?” 
she inquired, and he replied, “Oh, that will be all 
right. I can easily fix that. I can mix him a pill 
and get him out of the way at short notice.” 

Harris then reappeared at Ocean Grove, having 
learned that Mrs. Potts had been told about the 
marriage. . (She, meanwhile, had not summoned 
the courage to tell her husband anything of what 
had been happening.) 

Harris seemed completely penitent, and said he 
wished the secret kept until after his graduation, 
as he feared he would otherwise be deprived of his 
grandfather’s assistance, and might even be cut 
off in his will. 

In the fall, he persuaded Mrs. Potts to send 
Helen to the Comstock School, where he knew a 
teacher and could easily get the girl admitted as 
a boarder. 

He suggested that Helen should first learn to 
take “her proper place” in society before embark- 
ing on her marital career. In other words, he was 


Harris, who had visited District Attorney De- 
Lanecey Nicoll and demanded a ‘full investigation 
to clear his name, was indicted on~May 13, and 
went on trial before Recorder Frederick Smyth in 
mid-January, 1892. - 

Social New York stormed the courthouse. 
Women spectators brought opera glasses. Harris 
smiled for them, and joked with court officers. 

The defense, headed by John A. Taylor but 
handled chiefly by the up-and-coming William 
Travers Jerome, consisted entirely of medica! 
testimony. This was directed toward creating in 
the minds of the jurymen a doubt as ‘to the state’s 
theory that morphine poisoning ‘caused death. 

Jerome's cross-examination of the prosecution 
experts was suggestive of death from natural 
causes—-heart disease, apoplexy, a brain tumor, 
epilepsy, uremia. 

In the end, Jerome jad to abandon all but 
two possible causes: That by morphine poisoning 
and that by uremic poisoning. 

His most impressive witness. was en <eiderly 
professor-doctor from Philadelphia. ap onginne oc 
stated that no doctor could the coma 
of morphine from that of ki@mey He also 
asserted the eye pupils are not invariably con- 
tracted symmetrically in morphine peisening.

It must be inserted here that Harris’ mother, 
using the pen name “Hope Ledyard,” had become 
widely knowp as the author of numerous pepular 
tracts, stories and books of a@vice to young people. 
She was also a lecturer and on occasion she would 
introduce into her talks and writings the subject 
of “Car!” (her son) as an example of what might 
be accomplished, by correct training, to develop 
a really fine boy. 


ARL and Helen saw much of each other al) that 

summer, as well as later in New York. How- 
ever, the time soon came when Mrs. Potts, rather 
hesitantly, sug that he come not quite so 
often. After all, they were both rather young, she 
pointed out. 

Young Harris regarded her with a disarmingly 
frank smile and said she had nothing to fear. 

In early February, 1890, he breached to Mrs. 
Potts the possibility of an engagement. She told 
him that while he was welcome as a friend, he 
must dismiss any such idea. 

Certainly he must realize that it might be years 
before he would be in a position to support a 
wife, assuming he continued with his medical 
career. 

The very next morning, Feb. 8, he called and 
asked permission to take Helen downtown to visit 
the New York Sto@#k Exchange. 

But they had not gone to the stock exchange. 
Instead he took her to City Hall and there went 
through the secret marriage. 

Presently Mrs. Potts began to notice that Carl’s 
interest and attentions seemed to be waning, 
whereas Helen’s devotion, if anything, increased. 

In April, the Potts family returned to Ocean 
Grove, and Harris sometimes visited them there. 
Again the mother observed his mounting indif- 
ference, and Helen’s hurt embarrassment. 

As part of a wishful plan to break off the ac- 
quaintanceship altogether, Mrs. Potts invited a 
friend of Helen, Miss Schofield, to visit the family 
and keep Helen company. 

One day in late May, during a week-end visit, 
Harris took Miss Schofield for a walk on the 
beach and told her of the secret marriage. In 
doing so, he remarked that he would not have 
acknowledged the marriage if he could help it, but 
that Helen insisted upon someone knowing of it. 
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launching a delaying action. 

But Mfrs. Potts grew more and more dissatis 
fied with the situation. She sought out Harris, 
who had been avoiding Helen and the family, and 
demanded that she 
ceftificate for her Gaughter's protection. 
plied to her dismay. ihat he had burned it. 

During the Christmas holidays, while the Potts 
family was at Ocean Grove, he wrote Mrs. Potts

WELVE days later Helen was dead. 

. AS was pointed out in court, in a case of 
murder by wilful poisoning, the killer is tkely to 
be someone who is shrewd and calculating, who 
weighs circumstances and prepares for them, who 
does not strike in passion or in public. 

The state held that Carlyle Harris was that 

kind of person. 
. Had Helen’s roommates not gone to the concert 
on the fatal night, had they not come in late and 
awakened her, then the first-—sleep produced by 
the morphine-loaded last capsule would have been 
interrupted only by death. In all likelihood it 
would have been assumed that the girl died of 
natural ‘causes, and no suspicion of any kind 
would have ensued. 

Helen's body was exhumed on March 25, the 
autopsy disclosed traces of morphine, no quinine.

SHINING floors 
and woodwork 


AST week in this column 

the spring cleaning sea- 
son was launched with hints 
for washing walls. This 
week we move along to 
floors and woodwork. 


Wood Floors 


ARNISHED floors can 

be cleaned with one of 
thé floor cleaner waxes on 
the market which cleans 
and polishes the floor in one 
operation. Follow direc- 
tions on the container for 
applying. You will find 
that very little polishing is 
necessary. 

If you wish to apply 
plain wax, choose be- 
tween the easy-to-apply no- 
rub type and the hard 
paste wax, which needs to 
be thoroughly rubbed in. 
Electric waxers can be pur- 
chased or rented, or your 
vacuum cleaner may have a 
waxing attachment for this 
purpose. This type of wax 
produces a finish which 
lasts longer than the self- 
polishing wax finish. 

Old wax which has be- 
come gummy or discolored 
should be removed with a 
prepared wax remover be- 
fore a new coat of wax is 
applied. 

It is a good idea to wax 
the feet of your chairs too. 
If you do this, they will not 
leave marks when moved 
over newly waxed floors, 

Small Rugs 
tel YOU have smal! throw 
rugs in your home, it is 
well to treat them in order 
to prevent sliding before 
putting Jhem back on the 


highly polished floors. 

There are several prepa- 
rations available which can 
be brushed, sprayed, or 
sprinkled onto the backs of 
rugs to eliminate skidding. 
They are easily applied and 
are good insurance against 
home accidents. Such treat- 
ment, by providing a binder 
or sizing, prevents the cen 
ter of the rug from buckling 
and lengthens the life of 
your rugs. One of the prod- 
ucts has fire-retardent prop- 
erties and anchors. the 
stitches in hooked rugs so 
the loops will not pull out.
